The output of the Plant has been increased from 18.000.- 
000 K.W. hours in 1917 to 25,000,000 K._W. hours in 1920. or 
40° with no increase in Plant. 

The total capacity of the plant with all the machines in 
operation is 9.600 K.W.’s. The peak load last winter was 
8,800 K.W.'s so that it will be easily seen how impossible it 
is for the Power Plant to supply the load if any of the 
machines break down. There is no reserve of any sort, 
which is an absurd position for the most important Plant in 
the City.

Tom Moore is head of the Trades 
and Labor Congress of Canada. 
He spoke recently in Edmonton 
and was given a respectful hear- 


ing. At Winnipeg he had been ser- 
iously interrupted and at Vancou- 
ver and Victoria he has more re- 
cently been prevented from deliv- 
ering his address by members of 
his audience. Mr. Moore is the of- 
ficial and duly elected head of or- 
ganized labor in Canada, As such 
he is entitled to a fair hearing by 
all who choose to attend his meet- 
ings. That he was refused such a 


views which he represents and 
those held by a number of other 
men who have associated them- 
selves, at least nominally, with the 
cause of labor. Mr. Moore is the 
representative of the International 
unions. That is the skilled 
crafts which by organization both 
local and international, have been 
able to improve their wage scales 
and working conditions from time 
to time, They have reached their 
present position as a result of per- 
sistence in a definite and well 
understood purpose. They occupy 
a very strong position. | 

This position of the Interna- 
tigpnalized skilled crafts is natur- 
aly envied by the workers in the 
less skilled occupations and espe- 
cially by that large element whose 
ideal is a living at the expense of 
others, They wish to enjoy all the 
advantages that have been attain- 
without 
making the sacrifices that had to 
be made in order to secure these 
advantages. In other words the 
unskilled worker desires that the 
skilled craftsman shall weaken his 
own position by allowing him to 
share its advantages. By reason of 
his greater numbers the unskilled 
man would be able to control any 
organization that included both 
skilled and unskilled workers. This 
would be the position’ under the 
One Big Union. That is why the 
great support of that idea comes 
from the ranks of the unskilled, as 
well as the unwilling workers. 

The interrupters of Mr. Moore 
were members of, or sympathizers 
with, the One Big Union, They 
were defining their position, that 
the skilled crafts should not con- 
tinue to enjoy the advantages that 
they had gained through their 
own organization and efforts. To 
put the matter shortly the funda- 
mental difference between the In- 
ternationalized unions of skilled 
crafts and the One Big Union is 
the difference between ‘‘I will 
work, under what I consider fair 
conditions.’ and ‘‘I won’t work 
at all, if I can help it.’’ The first, 
position means social progress, the 
second simply means destruction,

Thursday morning, “in rempect to the 
money bylaws which are to be sub- 
| mitted to the burgeases on Monday 
next.” 

“There is no decided opposition to 
the bylawa,"’ he added, “but unless 
more interest is awakened there is 
the possibility that they may hot #e- 
cure the necessary two-thirds major- 
ity to carry ther,” 

‘For the purpose of enlightening 
voters as to the danger of allowing 
the bylaws to siide, arrangements 
| have been made for a public meeting 
te be held at the First Baptist church 
on Friday night, when the civio situ- 
ation in regard to the bylaws will be 
discussed. e speakers will include 
several of the aldermen, Commission- 
er Yorath and myself, and the ueet- 
ing will, of course, be open for gen- 
eral discussion by those attending.” 

The mayor said that he particular- 
ly urged all burgesses to vote, ao that 
a correct concensus of opinion would 
be arrived at. Those who did oppose 
the bylaws would probably take care 
ito vote, so that it was asked that 
merely indifference ahould not pre- 
vent ‘anyone at all from registering 
their vote. 

Power on Narrow Margin. 

Gome comment on the situation if 
the bylaws did not chrry waa made 
by Commissioner Yorath. 

He potted out that for three days 
last week the large 4,000 k.w. unit 
had to be shut down, together with 
two smaller units for the purpose 
of repairs, and it was touch and go 
at times whether the whole might not 
break down and the city be without 
electricity. 

Probably the situation may be bet- 
ter descrtbed in the words of Supt. 
Cunningham, On Sunday night the 
whole stress was on one 2,000 k.w, 
unit, which was carrying heavy over- 
load, “and,” says the superintendent, 
“for two hours I walked up and down 
the Plant watching the macpine and 
wonderng If it was going to carry on, 
Had it gone there would have been no 
power." 

Number of Employees. 

As some questions have been asked! 
concerning the number of employees 
at the power plant, the situation Je 
dealt with in a report to Commiasion- 
er Yorath by the superintendent. 

In this he states that there are 
now 94 emplayed, there being 75 at 
the power hou 14 at the pumping 
plant and five at the sub-station, 
which number also includes the re- 
lief. 

On September 34th, 1919, when the 
city took over from the Alliance com- 
pany there were 68 employees. 

The difference between the 75 at 
Present at the power house, and the 
68 when the Alliance company quit 
the job, is accounted for by the extra 
men necessary to work ae six Gays 
week, and additional men for coal
